Ho raised 
an alarm but before any help could come he was heavily fired 
upon with 2" motors, LMGs and rifles. Six mortar bombs 
fell within three yards of him and three of them actually fell 
on the top of bis bunker. A big splinter from one of the 
mortar bombs came into the bunker and after damaging the 
LMG bipod, hit Shri Naw Bahadur in the chest The hos- 
Xiles rushed at him and one of their leaders tried to snatch 
the LMG from Shri Naw Bahadur. There was hand to hand 
fighting In which the leader of the hostile® was killed. The 
hostlles fired a further 1000 rounds in their efforts to retrieve 
the body of the dead leader. By his bravery and resolution 
Rifleman Naw Bahadur saved the post from being overrun.

No, ELJ. 21(16)/ 67. — In the early hours of Monday, the 
1 1th December, 1967 an earthquake of severe intensity shook 
Koyna Nagar and surrounding areas. The shock was felt 
with varying intensity in, areas as far as Broach in the North. 
Ootacamond in the South and Hyderabad in the East. The 
severity of this quake is reported to have exceeded the pre- 
vious earthquakes felt in peninsular India. Prior to this 
major shock, a number of minor earth tremors had been 
felt in Koyna Nagar and adjoining areas during the last four 
years. An earthquake of moderate intensity had also occurr- 
ed in this area on September 13th 1967. With a view to 
studying the behaviour of the earthquake and assessing its 
effect on the Koyna dam and adjacent areas and also to 
advise Government on protective measures in this regard it 
has been decided to constitlite an expert Committee of 
Engineers, Seismologists, Geologists and Geophysicists. 

2. The Committee will consist of : 

1. Shri N. G. K. Murti, Chairman, Bhakra Management 
Board, New Delhi. 

2, Director-General, Geological Survey of India. 

3. Shri P. M. Mane, Member (D&R), Central Water 
and Power Commission, New Delhi. 

4, Dr. A. N. Tandon, Director (Seismology), Indian 
Meteorological Department, New Delhi. 

3. Director, School Of Earthquake Engineering, Roorkce. 

6. Chief Engineer, Maharashtra Government. 

Government also intend appointing some foreign experts 
to serve on this Committee as soon as the formalities In this 
connection are completed. 

3. Shri P. M. Mane, Member (D&R), Central Water and 
Power Commission will act as the convenor of the Com- 
mittee. 

4. The terms of reference of the Committee are : 

(1) To make a brief historical survey of the sels'micity 
of the affected region; 

(2) To carry out a survey of the earthquake’s intensity 
and prepare an isoseismal map of the affected 
region; 

( 30 To study the relation between the effect of the 
earthquake and the geological characteristics of the 
affected areas; 

(4) To review and collect further data on Koyna earth- 
quake regarding fissures and other phenomenon 
that occurred after Koyna earthquake; 

(3) To review the instrumentation at Koyna and make 
any further recommendations in this behalf; 

(6) To make recommendations for economic and safe 
buildings in the region; 

(7) To make recommendations in respect of seismic fac- 
tors to be taken for checking the designs of Koyna 
dam, intake tower. Power house and other appur- 
tenant works. 

5. The Committee will submit its report within six months.

No. 13-PG(71)/67.~-The Government of India have re- 
ceived the Administration Report of the Port of Madras for 
the year 1966-67. The following are the noteworthy features 
in the Report : — 

1. Financial Position 

The actual net revenue receipts of the Port Trust for the 
year under review amounted to Rs. 742.45 lakhs as against 
Rs. 538.64 lakhs in the previous year. 

The net expenditure for the year, including debt charges 
amounted to Rs 556.06 lakhs as against Rs. 436.20 lakhs dur- 
ing the previous year. 

During the year under review, the Port Trust contributed 
a sum of 125 lakhs to its Capital Account. Rs. 41.57 lakhs 
to the Renewals and Replacements Fund Rs. 1 lakh to the 
General Insurance Fund. 

The receipts and expenditure of the Pilotage Fund few 
1966-67 amounted to Rs. 16.02 lakhs and Rs. 14.62 lakhs, 
respectively. The expenditure included a contribution of 
Rs. 4 lakhs to the Revenue Account; Excluding this contri- 
bution of Rs. 4 lakhs, the result of working showed a surplus 
of Rs. 5.40 lakhs. The closing balance In the account at the 
end of 1966-67 was Rs. 3.11 lakhs. 

The balances in the various Reserve Funds at the end of 
the year amounted to Rs. 3.74 crorcs. Besides, there was a 
closing balance of Rs, 108.77 lakhs in the Revenue Account. 
Outstanding Loans 

(i) The total amount of loan due to the Government of 
India as outstanding at the end of the year under review 1 was 
Rs. 6.71 crores. 

(ii) A sum of Rs, 252.96 lakhs was drawn from the Inter- 
national Bank for Reconstruction and Development during 
the year, bringing the total amount of the loan drawn up to 
the 31st March, 1967, to Rs. 7,30 crores. 

2. Traffic 

There was a general Increase in the volume of trade pass- 
ing through the port during the year. The figures of dead 
weight tonnage of imports and exports which passed through 
the port during the year were 3,868,129 and 1,988,352 res- 
pectively. Apart from this, the port handled transhipment 
cargo Of foodgrams to the tune of 1,47,482 tonnes. The 
corresponding figures of imports and exports for the previous 
year were 3,298,879 tonnes and 1,527,713 tonnes, respectively 
The increase in imports was due to a sharp rise in the import 
of foodgrains, chemical manures and phosphates. The in- 
crease was partially off-set by the decline in imports of coat, 
machinery, Eon and steel and other material. Exports dur- 
ing the year showed a rise, on account of considerable in- 
crease in the export of Iron ore, bunkers and molasses, 

i vo,umo of coastal trade for the year 1966-67 was 

J, 017, 366 tonnes as against 1,175,833 tonnes in the previous 
year. Foreign trade rose from 3,695,759 tonnes in 1965-66 
to 4,839,115 tonnes in 1966-67. 

The Port Trust Railway handled a traffic of 3,573 (p) 
tonnes as against 2,831,530 tonnes last year. 
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3. Shipping : 

The number of ships, excluding sailing vessels, that 
catered the port during the year was 1442 as against 1406 in 
the previous year. The net tonnage was 6,572,696 as against 
5,776,616 during the previous year, 

4. Labour : 

The labour situation during the year was satisfactory. 
Labour welfare measures continued to receive special atten- 
tion. 

5. Works : 

The total expenditure on works during the year was 
Rs. 5.14 crores. Some of the important works completed 
during the year or in progress are mentioned below : — 

Works completed : 

(i) Construction of u double storeyed Transit shed at 
South Quay-1, 

(ii) Erection of a swing Bridge across entrance to the 
new Jawahar Dock. 

(iii) Construction of Bascule bridge across entrance to 
Boat Basin. 

Works in progress : 

(i) Construction of 276 units of type TI and 132 units 
of type I staff quarters. 

( ii) Construction of New Workshops at marshalling 
yard. 

(iii) Construction of the Second warehouse. 

6. Miscellaneous : 

(i) A number of additional concessions/ benefits were 
granted to the employees, e.g. second interim relief recom- 
mended by the Wage Board for Port and Dock workers, 
ox-gratia payment. Children’s Education Allowance, Reim- 
bursement of Tuition Fees and higher rates of D.A. 

(ii) An incentive Scheme for the workers engaged in the 
maintenance of Transporter and ore cranes has been intro- 
duced from the 1st December 1966 for a period of one year 
subject to review before the end of the period.
